Col. J ohn Rice, Democratic candidate for Governor, appar 
ently never heard of the old adage that "the burnt child fears 
the fire " 
Me has made a suggestion for providing houses for v e te r a n s 
which is so audacious that it is practically funny.

Beyond a shadow of a doubt, when Senator Guffey stood 
up before a political rally in Philadelphia in the spring of PHH, 
and said in effect "if they took the lid off in Harrisburg, it would 
reveal scandals worse than the Capitol graft scandal in 1904", 
the General State Authority was one of the principal su b le ts hr 
wa* talking about. 
Political favoritism marked every stage of the program
